Fish Co., Headquarters
Seattle

W. T. Chutter, who has been in Seat-
tle for the past 1wo months in the o
ferewis of A. Booth & Company, re-
turned to the city yesterday. Mr.
Chutter In Intérented solely in the ship-
ping of fresh fish, the company that he
represents  belng assoclated with the
Chlopeck Fish company. Recently .
Chiopeck, president of the compuny,
was adjudged insane and commatted
to the asylum, This necessitaied o
rearganization, which was accomplish-
ol Juring Mr. hutter's stay In Hemt-
tle. Mr. Chutter was appointsd presi-
dent and manager of the company, with
hepdguarters at Heattle. He #lll go
there on or about August 17 and wil
apend most of his time in the sound
metropolls during the continuance of
the présent arrangement.

While Mr. Chutter's interesta rest
solely In Yhe shipping of fresh fish, he
Is nevertheless In close touch with the
salmon industry generally, and, having
been on the sound for =o lemg a time,
Is In a positlon to cite Interesting
facts In relation to the packing bus-
ness of that section

“The run of sockeyes." he sald, “is
exceedingly 'ght, and while some can-
ners are holding out in the hope of a
good run, the general opinion is that
while & spurt may brighten things up
somewhst. a really substantial in-
crense Will not transpire.

“The mockeye to the sound reglon is
what the chinook Is to the Columblas,
and an abundance or deficlency of the
fish affects the two sections similarly,
Humpbacks and sllver-sides have been
running quite freely, and In order to
save their Chinese contracts the can.
nerymen may ¥et have (o resort to
pucking these inferior grades. Pack-
¢rs hesltate to do this, owing to the
market already being overstooked, The
price now being pald for sockeyes
varies from 18 to 21 cents. :

“The spring run of ohinook was quite
good. This fish compares favorably
with the royal chinook, being of about
the same size. The color, however, is
not 8o good and the supply is congid-
erably less, so this pack ls menly in-
cidental.

“There being no close season for
Washington, flsh will doubtless be
taken untll the latter part of the
month. Reports conflict, however, as
to the date for the end of the packing
season,"”
